ceaſed Friends; they. had Players on In- 


ſtruments of ſolemn and doleful Sound, 
and hired Women to counterfeit the 
moſt ' paſſionate Grief, on Purpoſe to 
raiſe the-greater Floods of Sorrow in 
the ſurviving Relatives; which would 
otten ariſe to that Height, as to drive | 
them to the moſt extravagant Be. 


haviour, ſuch as beating their Breaſts, 


tearing their Hair, cutting and maim-

which the Goſpel gave after Death; 

which Cuſtom therefore he endeavours 
to bring his Converts off from, and to 


make them with Patience and Reſigna- 


tion ſubmit to the Divine Providence in 
the Deaths of their Friends; by ſuggeſt- 
ing ſuch Conſiderations to them, as were 
naturally adapted to ſilence their Griefs 


and allay their Sorrows ;.

1 I am to enquire what is meant by 
lleeping in Jesvs? And here it will 
not be amiſs juſt to premiſe, that this 
sleep can only be meant of the Body, 
and ' muſt not be underſtood of the Soul. 
The Soul is of an immaterial Nature, 
not liable to Decay or Corruption; a 
vigorous, active Subſtance, and would 
be always employ'd ia the Exerciſe of 
one or. other of her Faculties, if not 
clogg'd or hinder'd by the Body; where- 
as the Body is a Compoſition of lazy, 
unactive Particles in themſelves, and al- 
ways liable to Viciſſitudes and Changes, 
Waſtings

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Waſtings and Reſt; By Sleeping in IEsus, 
then in the general, muſt be underſtood, 
according to another Scripture Phraſe,

Our Sorrow for thoſe who ſleep 
in JEsus, becomes immoderate, when 
in our ſorrowful Moods, we either en- 
tertain hard Thoughts of Gop, or rellec 
on his Ways of Providence. 

As Gov 1s the Supreme Author and 


Giver of Life, ſo he is the abſolute Own- 


er and Diſpoſer of it. It was he that 
gave us, and all the Creatures our Beings 
at firſt. It is he, that in his Providence 
continueth ns with them in being, ſup- 
ports and maintains our Natures, and 
upholds our Souls and Life. He hath de- 
termined the Time of Man upon Earth, 
and hath fet him Bounds which he can- 
not paſs. And when Man hath accom- 


pliſhed as an Hireling his Day, Goo 


taketh away his Breath, Man dies, and 
returns to his Duſt :: Herein Go p acts 
in a ſovereign and uncontrouled Manner, 
according to the Counſel of his Will, 
lengthening out, or ſhortning humane Life 


without 
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without giving any Account of his 


Ways. 


Gov's Hand therefore ſhould be Ro 
by us in every Diſpenſation of his Pro- 


vidence towards us, we ſhould raiſe our 


Thoughts above Second Cauſes, which 
are but ſo many Inſtruments in the Hand 


of Go b, either of preſerving or taking 


away Life; and fix our Minds on the 


Great Governor of the Univerſe, by 


whoſe Permiſſion, Direction or Order, 
all Things come to paſs.

If we believe that IEs us died and roſe 
again, even ſo muſt we believe, that

bring with him. The Inquiry then 


mult be, How the Belief of JES us's 
dying and riſing again, will evidence 
the Truth of their riſing again, who 
ileep in Him; and what Evidence ſuch 

a Belief carries in it, will appear, I ima» 
gine, from theſe following Confidera. 


tions. 


1.) FK oM the Reſurrection of Cux 182 
in particular from the Dead, it will fol- 
low, that the Reſurrection of Believers 
from the Dead, is not an impoſſible 
Thing. A Thiag once being done, clear- 
I/ eus it is poſſible to be done again. 

Was 
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Was the Reſirrection from the Dead a 


Contradiction, there could have been no 


ſuch Thing as any one ariſing from the 
Dead; for a Contradict ion can never be 


true, CHRIS T's rifing from the Dead 
manifeſtly proves that there is no Con- 
tradiction in it; and for as much as 
CHRIST is riſen from the Dead, the 


fame Power that raiſed him, can raiſe | 


thoſe that ſleep in him alſo; thus the 
Apoſtle ſeems to argue, 1 Cor. xv. 12, 13. 


Now if CHRIST be preached, that he 
roſe from the Dead, how ſay ſome among 


you, that there is no Reſurrection of 
the Dead? but if there be no Reſurrec- 
tion from the Dead, then is C HRIST 
not riſen. 

2.) CurisT's being nike from the 
Dead, confirms all the Prodmiles he made 
whilt alive; which Promiſes if made 
good, Believers in CHRIS muſt alſo 
riſe from the Dead.
